Information Disclosure Statement

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc.

8. Claims 1-5 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 
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The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure that goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

9. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S 
Patent No. 4,215,687 ("Shaw"). 

As regards claims 1-5, Shaw discloses a body or limb encircling therapeutic 
device that may be constructed from a sheet of elastic material (col. 3, lines 25-27). As 
can be seen from Figs. 1-5, the planar sheet of material has a pair of adjustment ends 
or tabs connected by interdigitating straps to the central portion of band (10), the ends 
are secured thereby to the brace's outer fabric by means of Velcro located on the inner 
surface of the tabs. Also, shown in the figures is that the device has a girth and height 
to support different body parts, in particular the patellae when used as a knee brace, the 
calf, and it has a design that can be used on either leg.
